Recommendations

Censlder amending the Planned Development FD 185 te accommodate the proeposed mized-use
develapment targeted for the Catalyst Sita barderad by 116th Street, Michigan Avanusa, and State Street,
adjacent 1o the Michigan Avenue station. New transit-oriented devaelopmants can receive MLA reductions
and FAR increasas, but these benafits will be linked to the proportion of affordable units provided on-site.

Along the H9th Street and Michigan Svenue corridors, mantain existing B3- and C1- zoning districts but
consider rezoning ta a Dazh 2 uae type in order to allow FAR increases for transit-served locationz and
affardable housing, and an increase in building height to a range between 50°-65" based on street frontage,
Buildings within a half-mile of the station can have no more that 50% of the minimum parking ratios,

Im the areas slong the 115th Streset corridor west of the Michigan Avenue Station, southwest of the station

on Stata Streat, and east of the station between Michigan Avenue and Front Avenue (south of 115th Street),
consider re-zoning from RE3 single unit district to RT/RM zoning districts to allow for increesed housing
denaity that could include two-flats, townhouses, and low-to-medium denaity multi-unit residential buildings.
